“WHAT IS THE MYSTIC SHRINE?” 


most people who ask what the Mystic Shrine is, know 
that it is allied to Masonry, though not a part of it, and 

those who, not Masons, knowing something abovt it, will 

reply that it is “The Playground of Masonry.”’ Pee, 

Both answers are partly correct. The Mystic Shrine is, in 
a sense, the ‘Playground of Masonry,” although it is not a 
direct part of Masonry. However, the prerequisite for mem- 
bership in the Mystic Shrine is membership in good standing 
in the Scottish Rite Bodies, 32nd degree, or in the York Rite 
Bodies up to and including the rank of Knight Templar. 

The Shrine dates back to 1871 when the noted American 
actor, William J. Florence, together with Dr. Walter M. 
Fleming and other Masonic friends, set about the organiza- 
tion of a Shrine Temple in New York City, presumably to 
organize a social club or society for mutual enjoyment. 

That the Order of the Mystic Shrine was instituted by some 
Mohammedan many years ago and that the Khedive of 
Egypt and other high dignitaries of the East were members 
of the Order before it was known in America, is probably more 
interesting than true. It is quite probable that there were 
Orders in Europe from which the founders in America received 
many ideas, but the belief it was founded upon, or had any 

connection with any Oriental societies, was probably pro- 
mulgated by Nobles of a novelistic rather than historical 
trend of mind. - ; - 

From past records we are inclined to believe that William 
J. Florence returned from a trip to Europe with the thought 
in mind of having in connection with Masonry a body com- 
posed entirely of Masons, which would combine the Oriental 
splendor of the East with the lighter touch than was provided 
in the great Craft to which they all belonged. 

No Mason would want to have the Masonic Order relax 
from its moral and ethical teachings; but in the Mystic Shrine, 
Masons are provided an avenue for relaxation, mirth, and 
merriment, and it was for this purpose the Order was founded. 

During the year 1871 thirteen Masons held a preliminary 
meeting leading to the formation of a Shrine Temple, and on 
June 6, 1872, these same Masons met at the Masonic Hall in 
New York City and formally organized a ‘“Temple of the 
Nobles of the Mystic Shrine,” which they named ‘Mecca 
Temple.” From this original gathering the Mystic Shrine has 
grown to an Order embracing 164 Temples in North America 
with a combined membership of over 650,000 Nobles. The 
growth and scope of the Order has been phenomenal and a 
surprise and gratification to even its most enthusiastic mem- 
bers. ; 

During the year 1876 an Imperial Council was formed to 
govern the various local Temples which might be organized 
and to issue Charters. This Imperial Council now has assets 
amounting to well over $18,000,000. 

The First Section of a Shrine Ceremonial is the connecting 
tie between Freemasonry and the Shrine. It is dignified and 
impressive, leaving no doubt in the mind of the candidate that 
only through the principles and precepts of the Craft ean he 
be fitted for, or entitled to the privileges of the Order. He is 
made fully aware that his obligation reaffirms all the solemn 
promises of every prerequisite degree. Thus, Masonic unity 
is firmly established. 

The Second Section is used as an opportunity to impress the 
candidate that relaxation, and an appeal to the humorous side 
of human nature makes a better Mason and a more happy 
Shriner. 

Leading statesmen, military men, professional and business 
men, find in the Mystic Shrine the relaxation which their 
arduous lives demand, that they may be better fitted to carry 
on the work of their several vocations. Bound together by 
the ties of the Masonic Bodies to which they have given 
allegiance, they feel closer together as Shriners than as 
Masons alone, for wherever two or more Shriners meet there 
is a conclave. 

Aside from the many good works attributed to the Mystic 
Shrine, the members, and their families, look to the Shrine for 
some of their most cherished social contacts. 

It may be in the turbulent East or in the wilds of Africa, 
but Shriners always feel at home together without any 
formalities or delays, and the fellowship seems as close as 
though they were members of the same Blue-Lodge in far-off

America. Each knows the other has nothing to sell him, but 
is prepared to give him something — his friendship and the 
warm hand-clasp of a fellow Shriner. 

For they know that on his way to Shrinedom the new 
Masonic acquaintance has passed the scrutiny of Chapter and 
Commandery membership, or of the brothers of the Scottish 
Rite. Added to this is the hearty good-fellowship inculeated 
by the Mystic Shrine, which was founded to promote this very 
thing among Masons and promulgates it to a degree which 
warms the hearts of its members and which is a comfort to all 
of them. 

The Shriners’ Hospitals for Crippled Children are the out- 
standing humanitarian achievements of the day and are 
known as the World’s Greatest Philanthropy. Plans formu- 
lated at a meeting of the Imperial Council in 1920 launched 
this project which was warmly received by all members of the 
Shrine. To date more than 200,000 crippled children have 
had the best and most skillful treatment possible. There are 
now 17 of these Hospitals in North America, supported en- 
lirely by donations and legacies, together with a plan where! V 
$5.00 of the dues paid each year by members of the Shrine is 
set aside for this worthy cause. 

The Hospitals are located at Springfield, Mass. ; Shreveport, 
La.; Minneapolis, Minn.; San Francisco, Cal.; Portland, Ore.; 
St. Louis, Mo.; Montreal, Can.; Chicago, IIl.; Philadelphia, 
Pa.; Greenville, 8. C.; Honolulu, Hawaii; Spokane, Wash. ; 
Salt Lake City, Utah; Winnipeg, Can.; Lexington, Ky.; Los 
Angeles, Cal. and Mexico City, Mexico. Visitors to these 
Houses of Mercy are always welcome.
